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PREFACE 



The  first  edition  of  this  Directory  was  distributed  in 
1976,  on  the  two-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  Carolina  Circuit, 
the  first  Methodist  Circuit  entirely  within  North  Carolina. 
Now  the  second  edition  has  been  prepared  to  coincide  with  the 
bicentennial  of  the  organization  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  America,  which  was  formed  in  Baltimore  in  December, 
1784. 

Much  additional  information  has  been  supplied  since  the 
first  publication  which  the  reader  will  find  included  here. 
Joseph  W.   Watson  of  Rocky  Mount,  Conference  Researcher,  has 
extensively  researched  all  Methodist  deeds  in  order  to  include 
the  earliest  deed  information  on  record.     The  Reverend  C. 
Franklin  Grill  of  Fayetteville ,  Conference  Historian,  has 
updated  historical  information  from  the  churches  and  done  ex- 
tensive local  research  to  establish  more  accurate  information. 

Your  authors  have  tried  by  various  means  to  establish  the 
founding  dates  for  all  of  the  active  churches  in  the  North 
Carolina  United  Methodist  Conference.     Probably  the  chief 
source  of  information  has  been  the  earliest  deeds  that  could 
be  found  for  these  churches.     A  deed  is  an  instrument  by  which 
the  ownership  of  property  is  conveyed  from  one  person  or  group 
of  persons  to  another. 

Many  of  our  churches  have  been  formed  recently,  while 
others  date  back  to  the  1770' s.    'Some  of  the  earlier  ones 
existed  for  as  much  as  a  hundred  years  before  they  ever  secured 
a  deed  for  the  property  on  which  they  were  situated.     One  or 
more  other  churches  kept  their  deeds  for  a  like  period  of  time 
before  they  put  them  on  record.     Some  invaluable  early  deeds 
were  destroyed  by  courthouse  fires,   in  many  of  which  cases  the 
earliest  sources  of  information  were  quitclaim  deeds  from  ad- 
joining landowners. 

The  deeds  for  all  identifiable  Methodist  Churches  in  the 
fifty-six  counties  comprising  our  Conference  were  abstracted 
until  the  present  time,   in  order  to  ensure  that  no  recorded 
deeds  were  overlooked.     These  abstracts  are  available  on  micro- 
film at  the  libraries  of  Duke  University,   Louisburg  College, 
Methodist  College,   and  North  Carolina  Wesley an  College.  Also, 
the  original  typed  abstracts  may  be  found  in  the  Archives  Room 
at  the  Methodist  Building  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina.  Church 
historians  may  find  these  a  valuable  source  of  information  in 
compiling  local  church  histories.     And  since  these  deeds  in- 
clude those  for  many  churches  which  no  longer  exist,   they  may 
be  of  interest  to  researchers  in  early  Methodist  Church  history 
for  the  area. 


The  membership  data  is  that  which  was  prepared  for  the 
1983  edition  of  the  Journal  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 
It  indicates  the  total  membership  for  each  of  the  845  churches 
as  of  December  30,   1982  as  reported  by  the  pastor. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  information  will  be  used  as  a  re- 
source for  further  study  of  our  beginnings  as  well  as  being 
a  record  of  information  already  established. 

The  North  Carolina  Conference  Commission  on  Archives  and 
History  authorized  and  sponsored  the  production  of  this  Directory. 
Additional  copies  are  available  from  Conference  Historian,  3101 
Raeford  Road,  Fayetteville ,  North  Carolina,  28303  at  three 
dollars  per  copy.     An  even  greater  interest  in  and  appreciation 
for  our  beginnings  will  hopefully  develop  in  order  to  honor 
our  dedicated  ancestors  without  whose  determination  many  of 
our  churches  would  not  exist  today.
